h:- associates. Justice Bronson said. 


The vuprcme court of North Dako- 


ta i- unique, he said, in that it has 
ten calendars n year, whereas most 
appellate court* have but two. The 
supreme court thus must keep stead- 
ily grinding out decisions and remain 
on duty almost constantly except for 
a luief period in the summer, he said, 
In North Dakota every case that is 
appealed immediately goes on the 
calendar for nn early hearing, and 
lawyers do not have the option Of 
setting a case over until a later cal- 
endar, Justice Bronson said. It is 
provided, ton, that as soon as an ap- 
peal is filed in u lower court the re- 
cords, accompanied by briefs, must 
be certified to the supreme court. 


Muni Work Steadily 


With the cnurt hearing arguments 


eieiy month of the year but two, re-

fied, thrcq percent dismissed and the 
balance were original and certified 
question case*. 


In 191!>, the court had 265 cases 


before it, and it got up with its cal- 
endar, nnd since that time has aver- 
aged about 165 to 170 cases a year. 
In the decision of 1,012 cases, there 
have been 311 dissenting opinions and 
87 cases have been decided by a three 
to two vote of the court. 


In connection with th* statistics, 


Justice Bronson, said, it should be 
considered thgt l,flCl new laws have 


been enacted, many of them pretent.

Distant Weather 


.Forecasts Likely 


By NBA Service 


Washington, Dec. 12.—Long-range 


weather predictions loom us a new 
advance in the field of science. - 


C. F. Marvin, head of the govern- 


ment weather bureau, believes that 
in the future forecasts of weather 
conditions may be made months in 
advance with considerable accuracy. 


"Meteorologists are on the thresh- 


old of new discoveries in the domain 
of forecasting," Marvin Nays. "The 
public receives with respect and con- 
fidence, the forecasts of storms and 
weather for a few days in advance, 
but they are not satisfied that we 
stop at that point. 


"Letter after 
letter 
is received 


from all sides asking for forecasts 


for seasons, months, and even years 
ahead. 
The only answer is that at 


present we know of no sound physi- 
cal law., with which forecasts can be 
m.idc w i t h any promise of success.

the claims of the many enthusiasts 
on this subject and irresponsible and 
over-optimistic or as bold and daring 
pioneers who possibly may blaze a 
way through the wilderness."
